he came to himſelf, Philip put him in mind of. his 
| Mother and Siſters, and the great Victory that at- 


tended him. But as ſoon as the Medicine had' 
had its juſt Operation, there appeared manifeſt 
ſigns of his healch ; Firſt, his drooping Spirits: 


were quickned , and then his body received 
ſtrength incredibly ; ſo that within: Three Days 
after he had been in that miſerable condition, he 
appeared in the ſight of his whole Army. _With 
what Joy all look't upon him there, it is, not to 
be imagined ; but with no leſs did they admire 
Philip than him, who like a God had performed 
ſuch Miracles. For beſides the natural inclinatt- 
on that the People of that Natioa have to reve- 
rence their King, they had a more than ordina- 
ry conceit of Alexander ; for his very Raſhneſs, 
becaufe fortunate, was accounted Valour ; and 
he ſeemed to attempt nothing ,but what Heaven 
was bound to make proſperous, His Age too, 
| being yet too tender to perform great things, 
do the Eſtimation of many of his Actions. 
To all theſe were added his familiar behaviour, 
the likeneſs of his Habit to their own, of his Ex- 
erciſe to theirs, the Excellence of his Wit, and 
the greatneſs of his Courage ; fo that thoſe Vir- 
cues which out of the Camp would not have 
been 1o acceptable, created a great Eſteem: and 

Veneration of him there. | 
Darims in a little time having news of the ſick- 
nels of Alexander, with all the ſheed he could, 
advanced with his unwieldy Army towards the 
River Euphrates, which he could not paſsover

But the King, 
who religiouſly obſerved his Promiſe, and was of 
a-mild Diſpoſition, geclared he would not ſuffer 
his Soaldiers to: hurt them, who had offered 
him their Service. He alledged, No Nation 
would truſt him for the future, if he made the 
Lives of ſo many thouſand Men the Monument 
of his Infidelity. That henceforth none would 
give. him Advice, if every one, for that which 
was not accepted , ſhould be., puniſhed with 
Death. That of thoſe. among them who advi- 
ſed him not for the beſt, he ſuſpeged none for 
want of good- will. Wherefore. he told the Gre 
cians, he could not in Honour retreat, becauſe 
that ſo much ground he ſeemed to yield to his E- 
nemies as he went back. That that Report was of 
great importance in War, and that if he retreated, 
he ſeemed to fly. His farther Opinion was, That to 
defer the Battle would be inconvenient , becauſe 
Winter came on, and the Country being not ve- 
ry fruitful, his vaſt Army would want Proviſion. 
Againſt the dividing his Forces, he urged the Cu- 
ſtom of his Predeceffors, from which he could 
not vary,.and who had always ventured their 
whole Forces in a Fight.

- It happened, that the ſame Night 4- 
Jexander came. to thoſe Streights which lead into 
Syria,” the Perfiaris came to the place call'd Ama- 
nice Pyle. They doubted not but that Alexander 
would deſert 1/us, becauſe they had taken ſome 
few ſick and wounded men that could not follow, 
whoſe Hands the cruel inſulting Noblemen com- 
manded to be cut off, and then leading them 
through the whole Army, commanded them to 
carry their King the number of it. Darin 
ſtraight paſſed the River Pyramus, to purſue Alex- 
ander, whom he thought to have fled. - But they

This was great Humility, | 
which had he preſerved all his, Life, after the 
Conqueſt of the Eff, and added to that Cor: | 
gueſt the other of his Pride and Anger. Had he 
in his Drink not murthered his beſt Friends; had 
he after a Victory not put to Death many famous | 
Men without a Cauſe, he had been far more hax 


| PY> far more famous than even when he woul 


have ambitioufly been honoured ug with 
Bacchus, But as yt his good Fortune had not 
_ _. | | chang'd 
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chang'd his good Nature, as afterwards it- did 
moſt notoriouſly. For at this time he behaved 
himſelf ſo mildly and gently, as never any Con- 
querour before him had done. To the Two 
young Ladies, with their Mother and Grandmo- 
ther, he uſed the ſame reſpe&, as if _they had all 
been Siſters to him.” He was ſo far from offt'cing 
any uncivility to Darius his Wife, though as beau- 
cif as any Woman of her Age, that he took 
great care that none elſe ſhould attempt it. . He 
ordered, that all their Princely Apparel ſhould 
be reſtored to them ; ſo-that they enjoyed all 
they could wiſh for of their former Fortunes; that 
ſatisfaction of mind. only excepted, which none 
but who are at liberty can enjoy. So that Sy/+- 
gambs was pleaſed thus to complement him : 
* That you deſerve, gracious Sir, from us the 
« ſame prayers which we make-for Darius, your 


© many Favours do teſtify; .and for ought I ſee, 


« you ſurpaſs him as far in happineſs as you do 
«*1n Juſtice and Mercy. You are pleaſed to call

© utmoſt of my preſent Fortune ; ſo that it is in

thing, and taking Darius his Son in his Arms, em- 
braced him. The Child was nothing aftrighted,

Which thing mo- ' 
ved the King ſo much, that turning to Hepheſti- 


on, he faid,* I could wiſh Darizs had ſomething of

Fupiter, Herculls and Minerva. Afﬀer this he ſent . 
Parmenio to Damaſcus ,, where Darius had laid 
up his Treaſure, and followed himſelf towards 
Syria. | | | 
Bur Parmenio by the way, heard, that Darius 
had fent a Nebleman, who was got to Damaſcus 
before him, and confidering he had but a ſmall 
ower with him, he intended to ſend for forng 
Trpplies In the mean time, the Spies he had 
| {ent out before, to learn the Poſture af the Ene 
my, ſeized on a Man whoſe Name was Mardus; 
They bronght him to Parmenio, to whom he gave 
ſome Letters from the Governout of Damaſcus, 
directed to Alexander ; adding, that he was of Qr 
pinion, that the Place and Riches would be yield: 
ed up to him. Parmenio 'ordered him to be kept, 
and opening the Letters,found,that the Governauys 
defired Alexander to ſend ſome one of his Captaing 
eedily,with a fmall Band of Men.Whereupon hg 
nt Mardus back to the Traitor, with a Guard, tg 
fecure him ; but he by ſome means eſcaping from 
them, got tothe City before break of day. This 
Miſchance troubled Parmenio; for he began tq 
miſtruſt ſome Strataggm, and at firſt durſt not 
venture forward without a Guide. But ar laſt 
conſidering the Fortune of the King he ſerved, 
he took ſome Peaſants for his Guides, and on the 
47h Day arrived at the City, whe he found that 
the Governour was afraid he was not believed in 
his Treaſon : For as foon as Parmenio came, bg 

, found all the Riches and Treafures of the Place, 

which the Per/jans call Gaza, brought out of the | 
Town, and the Governour pretended to be fled, 
on purpoſe to betray it'to the Macedonians.

By this time Darius his Captains, whom Als | 
ander had conquered at Tus, making a Head, 
and aided with ſome Cappadocians, and Paphlage 
ins,” attempted to recover the Country of Ly 
dia. ' Antigonns was Alexander's Deputy there\, | 
who though he had weakened his Garriſons, to 
enforce ' Alexander's Army, yet with great Reſo- 
lation, and Contempt of his Enemies, marched | 
againſt them : And here the Perſians had no bet: | 
ter Fortune than in other places, being conquer- 


ed in Three ſeveral Battles. About the ſame | 


time Alexander's Fleet, which brought him Snp- 
plies from Macedon, met with Ariftomenes, who 
was ſent by Darizs to recover the Coaſt of Helle 
ſpont, whom they: engaged, and ſunk almoſt all 
his Ships. Pharnabazas, another of the Perſian 
Captains, raiſed Money out of Mzlefia, and put: } 
ting a Garriſon into Chios, went to Andros and 
Siphnas, with an hundred Sail of Ships. COUT 
Whilſt the Two moſt Potent Monarchs of Es- 
rope and Aſia were engaged in this War, Greece 
and the Ifland of Creers, were aſhamed to lie i 
alc. Ag, King of the Lacedzmcnians , having 
got

got together $000. Greek Souldiers, whe came 
from C3licia to their own Country, proclaimed 
War againſt Antipater, Regent of the Kingdom 
of Macedon, the Cretians fometimes taking one 
part, ſometimes the other. - But theſe Skirmiſhes, 
in reſpect of thoſe between Alexander and Darins, 
were inconſiderable, Fortune having already ta- 
your'd them with one Battle;on which the reſt did 
depend. All Phenicia, and all Syria, except Tyre, 4 
City of Phenicia,were in the hands of the Macede- 
nians. This City was 10 rich and populous, that it 
ſeemed more likely for Alexander to endeavour to 
make them his Friends than his Subjects; between 
it and his Camp, which was on the Continent, 
was an Arm of the Sea, which added to its 
ſtrength and ſafety. The Inhabitants ſent to him 
a Crown of Gold, and good ſtore of Proviſt 
on for his Army. Alexander accepted of the Pre- 
ſents, and entertain'd the Embaſſadors nobly ; 
telling them his intent, to ſacrifice to Hercules, 
(whom the Tyrians worſhipped above all others) 
irom whom he affirmed the Kings of Macedon 
were deſcended, and to whom himſelf was com- 
manded to do Sacrifice by the Oracle. The 
Embaſſadors returned him this Anſwer , 'That 
without the Walls of their City, which they call 
Palztyron , there was a Temple dedicated to Her- 
cules, which, if he pleaſed, he might make uſe 
of. At this he could not refrain his Paſſion, 'to 
which indeed he was too much addicted,;. but it 
brake out thus : © Do you truſt, ſaid he, inthe 
* Situation of your City, which you eſteem an 
* Ifland, and think ye my L:and-Forces cannot 
* ſubdue it? In a ſhort time Ple convince you, 
* that you are on the firm Continent,. and will

This he could 
the better -perform, becauſe *the Work he ſtood 
on, was equal in height, and cloſe almoſt to 
the Wall. At length , by the continual blows 
of their battering Rams, there was a large 
breach, and many of his Souldiers got - into | 
the Haven, ſome of which mounted the Walk 
which the Enemy deſerted. This ſucceſs ſtruck 
the Tyrians with great ,.amazement, and all be 
gan to- provide for 'their ſafety. ; ſome took 
Sanctuary in their Temples, others barricads- 
ed their Doors againſt them, and many ſet 
upon their Enemies , being in great deſpair, 
and - reſolved to ſell their Lives as dear 8 
they could -: Some got upon the tops of - How 
ſes, and from thence threw Stones and Rubbiſh 
on their Enemies. /

But to . this Slaughter a more diſmal Cru- 
elty- was added by the enraged King ; a Cru- 
elty., 'the ſight of which. moved the, pity, of 
the Conquerours themſelves ; -for 2000. who 
had eſcaped: their Death in the: City ', were 
nailed to Gibbets in Rows on the Shoar. He 


preferved the'Law of Nations, in ſparing the

There Nabar 
zanes baving receiv'd pardon, met him, bringus 
large Gifts, amongſt which was Bagoas, a 
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Alexander the Great. 


whom Darizs firſt, and afterwards: Alexander, was 

exreamly delighted with ; for whoſe fake chiefly 
he pardon'd\ Nabarzares. There was, as I ob- 
kry'd before, hard by Hyrcania, a Nation call'd 
the Amazons, living very nigh the River Thermo- 
don, in the Fields of Thennſcyre , their Queens 
Name was Thalefrs, governing all between the 
Mountain Caucaſa$ and the River Phaſis; ſhe out 
.of a deſire to: ſee Alexander , left her Kingdpm, 
and when ſhe was no great diſtance. off, ſhe ſent 
Meſſengers to tell him, there, was a Queen came 
to viſit him, and deſiring to be ſomething more 
intimate : as ſoon as ever ſhe had leave granted, 
kaving her Train behind , ſhe. came forward 
with Three Hundred Ladies, and when ſhe came? 
within fight of the King; the alighted, bearing 
two Lances in her hand. "They do not wear 
Cloaths over all parts, for on the Jett fide. they 


| go naked down to the Breaſt, and preſerve one 


Breaft with which they nouriſh their Females. 
The right Breaft is burnt off, that they, may with 
the greater facility., ſhoot Arrows , or throw 
Darts. With a bold Countenanece'; Zhaleſtris 
looked upon Alexander , meaſuring him by the 
gaiety of his, Attire, more than by the luſtre of 
his Actions ; for the Barbarians have a peculiar 


_ elteem for handſome Perfonages, inſomuch that 
their opinion is , that no other are fit for great 


Atchievements, but ſuch as nature ſeems to mark 
out by the neat frame, and exa&t ſymmetry, of 
proportion ;, and being demanded what was her 
requeſt , ſhe was not aſham'd to tell him, ſhe 
come to be got with Child , and that ſhe was 
not unworthy to be gratified after that manner ; 
that if it was a Son, ſhe would reſtore it to the

joyments , ſhe 'return'd to her Kingdom , an

Now he began. to 'give the Reins to his Pi 
fion, and rurnContinence and Moderation-th 
two moſt ilhiftrious Virtues of proſperity int 
Pride and Laſciviouſneſs. His own 
Ciiſtoms, and'the well temper'd Diſcipline ofthe 
Macedonian Kings ,, together wich their model 
garb, were thougheto be too much beneath'ki 
Grandeur. He. choſe rather ambitiouſly toil 
ſathne the Perſiar Pride, whoſe Kings thou 
cthemfelves not inferiour to the Gods. - He k 
his Servants adore him flat on the ground, and 
with ſervile ſuperſtition debas'd the noble Seth 
of the Macedonians. He uſnally wore a piuryk 
Diadem, interpailed with white, ſach as Dari 
uſually had, and put on a Per/ian Robg, links 
garting the ill omen that attends on ' the Gi 
-querours degenerating into the manners of tie 
Vanquiſhr, and only gloryd'in this, thatik 
wore 'Dariz his Spoits, but all the while '6bſerri 
not himſelf infeted alſo with his Effeminacy,m

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60 Concubines he kept in his Palace to equal 
he number. of Dari»s's, beſides the Eunuchs, 
who were put to the ſame uſe as Women. The 
old Souldiers of Phi/ip, that had never been ac- 
quainted with this Effeminate Luxury, were al- 
together out of conceit with it, and »twas the 
common Proverb over all the Camp , that they 
had1oſt more than they had gain'd by their Con- 
queſts, that they ſeem'd only yanquiihe who were 
forc't to ſubmit to Outlandiſh Cuſtoms, that they 
were likely to return home like Captive - Perſians, 
that their King himfelf might be aſham'd who 
had made his Subjeas ſo, who was grown the 
Perſian Courtier from the Macedonian Monarch. 


Akxauder was not ignorant, how much the 


chiefeſt of his Friends and Souldiers were offen- 
ded, and endeavour'd with Largelſles to redeem 
their favour; bur if I am not miſtaken, Men ar 
liberty care not to {ell it, andleaſt therefore this 
diſlike ſhould turn, into Sedition, the Peace was 
neceſſarily to be broke off by War. For which 
an occaſion very opportunely offer'd it ſelf. For 
Beſjus putting on an Imperial Robe, Proclaim'd 
bimſelt King by the name of Artaxerxes, and ga- 
ther'd np the Scythzans, and the reſt of the Inha- 
bitants that live nigh the River Tanas, This 
news was brought by Saribarzanes, whom he Par- 
doned, and made (GGovernour of the Country he 
livd in, and becauſe his Army was ſo ioaden 


_ with Spoils and Luxury, it could ſcarce move. 


He firft produc'd his own Booties, and then ad.-. 
ded, that of allthe Army , ſaving nothing bur 
ſome few neceſſary things. The Plain, in which 
the burthen'd Carriages that contain'dthem,ftood, 
was ſpacious ; "all {tood in filent expeRation of 
his deſign, when he Commanding all the Horſes

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. to be unloos'd, firſt fird his own, and then the 
reſt, burning thoſe things which' they had be 
fore endanger d their Lives to ſave out of the 


Ruins of Burning Cities ; yet none durſt lament 


for the loſs of that which coft them fo dear, fee 
ing the Kings Treafures were conſum'd in the 
fame Flames as their own ; afterwards with z 
ſhort Oration he pacified their Grief, and the 
Souldiers were contented to looſe their Wealth 
Tather than their Diſcipline 5 after this the 
marcht dire&ly towards Ba#ria,” but the ſudde 
Death of Nicanor, Parmenio's Son 5 troubled every 
Body. The King more forrowful than ordinay 
would have made a halt , and been preſent x 
the Funeral , but the ſmall number of the Car 
riages forc't him*to make haſt, leaving therefor 
Philotas with 2600 Men to take care of his, Bro 
thers Funerals, he with all poffible ſpeed mardt 
towards Beſſus. In his march he receiv'd Letter 
from the Borderers on the Satrape , by which 
he underſtood Befſus came to meet him as an E 
nemy , bur that Satibarzanes, whom he had 


made Governour of -the Ari: had revolted 
therefore though he were nigh Beſſus, yet'it 
thought it more convenient to chaſtiſe Sat 
barz,anes; therefore taking his Light-arml 
Horſe and Foot , he marcht with great ſpeed 
all night, and came upon him unawares, w 

coming being noizd , Satibarzanes with 2000 
Horſe fled to the Ba&rians. ' The others climb 
. to the tops of Rocks. There was a very nip

But he being 
ways rather encourag'd than any way daunted 
ith difficulties, ſecing the ſtrait he was in, 
how hard it was to go forward,” and how dan- 
gerous to raiſe the Siege, in vain rackt his Inven- 
ton, but at laſt light accidentally on an E xpe- 
dent his imagination could not havefurniſhe him 
withal.

With theſe Forces he cane 
to the Drange, a warlike Nation , of which one 
Bazaentes was Governour, a Fellow-Traitor, and 
an Acquaintance of Beſſ#s, who for fear of & 
ſerv'd puniſhment had fled into India- 

They had now Encamprt about nine days, 
when the King, who was not only fafe but 
ſuperable, as ro the Enemy, ' was attacqu'd by 
treaſonable practices in his own Camp.

lake, he was cqntent to do any thing; and then 
began to enquire who were his -Accomplices, 
telling him withal, that ic was. a thing of great 
importance to underſtand what Perſons were 'in- 
gagd in ſo heroical an action, He blinded with 
mych love and wickedneſs thanks him, and hugs 
his. Proſelyte, who was reſolv'd to make one in 
{o brave an Enterpriſe with Demetrius , one of 


Alexanders Guard , Peycolgus Nicanor, adding to. 
thele Apbeberus, Loceys, Dioxenus, A rchepols, and 


O 4 Amynt as. 
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L2 Amyntas. Nicomachus having heard all, goes «di- 


realy to Ceballinus , who was his Brother, and' 
informs him of all he had heard; he adviſes him 
to ſtay in his Tent , leaſt going to the Ki 
Quarters, the Confſpirators thould ſuſpe& them- 
ſelves diſcovered. Ceballmus ſtood before the 
Kings Tent-Door, for he might not approach' 
nigher, waiting an opportunity to ſee ſome of 
the Kings Chief Friends, that might introduce 
him; as it happen'd,. the reft departing, Phila 
the Son of Parmenio, 'was left alone in the Tent; 
Ceballinus with great Ardor, ſeeming as one much 
troubled, tells him, all that he had been inform 
of by his Brother, and defires him with all ſpeed 
1maginable to tell the King. - Philot as commend. 
ing him, ſtrait goes into Alexander, and talking 
a good while about other Aﬀeairs, ſpeaks not a 
word of what he had heard from Ceballinus. The 
young man attended there till about Evening, he 
met him coming 'obt, and askt' him, if-h&had 
done what he defird him,” but receiv'd Ariſwer, 
the King had'not time to' hearken to his Infor: 
mation. The next day Ceballinus meets him g6 
ing into the Kings Tent, and deſires him'to ie 
member the buſineſs he adverti#d him about the 
day before ; but neither then did he mention oft 
word of it; 10 that Ceballinus 'began'to (uſpet 
Him: therefore not thinking it fit to ask him ary: 
2more, he diſcover it ro-Metron, a noble Youth, 
who' was Maſter -of the Armory, he hiding C+ 
ballinus in the Armory , diſcovers to the King 
who was then drefling of himſelf, the Conſpiracy: 
The King, ſending a Guard to ſeize Dimmus,gos

* him,T have thee in ſafety,and preſerv'd thee ol 
** of the hands of thy Enemies. —

askt, how long it was ſince Nicomachus had 
diſcoverd this to him.3 and he confefling it was

Perdscea and: Lepnatus; by thele he iſſued out 
Gommand, that the-Guards ſhould Watch, .and 
the Guards were Commanded to: ſtop up all Pa 
ſages; leaſt any one ſhould fly to,Parmenio, who . 
then had - a great Command amongſt the 44:4, 
But 4torras- with 300 armed Men , came unty 
the. Kings Tent, to whom ten, of the: Kings 
Guard are order'd, each attended. by ten Men 
at Arms, who. were diſtributed to lay hold an 
the other Canſpirators. Atarras being ſent-to 
:take Philotas with '3ao Men, broke. open. his 
Door, - entring' only with ſome of. the moſt re- 
ſolute, for he had Commanded, the reſt to fur 
round the Houſe, leaſt he might chance toe 
cape ; but he, whether through a ſenſe of-in- 
nocence, or excetfiive care, was found in a deep 
ſep, and being wak'd to be Fetter'd, He cryd 
_ out, O Alexander, ; zbe bitterneſs of my. Enemies bas 


vanquiſht the natural goodneſs of thy diſpoſetion. I 
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29 ſcarce ſpoke theſe words , when covering 


'his head, they brought him into the Kings Tent. 
The'next day theKing call'd the Souldiers toge- 
ther, about 6000 appear'd, beſides which, the 
Kings Tent was throng'd by a Company of mean 
Slaves , that ufually attended on the Souldiers. 


The Guards furrounded Philotas, leaſt before the: 


King had ended his Speech , he ſhould be ſeen 
by the Rabble. For the Army, after the. old-Cu- 
flom of the Macedonians, were to be Judges in 
Gapital Cauſes in War, and the Commonaky-in 
Peace ; nor 'conld the King do any thing, unleſs 
they before-hand had conſented.

He ſtood long, with his Eyes fixt on the 
rms, as if he were ftupified, and had- loft his 
ence in amazement. At laſt recovering himſelf,

I\thouphti 
idle for me to intermeddle in the quarrel of a Low 
and his Love, It was my unhappineſs to give litth 
credit to him, becauſe he, and not his Brother, wa 
the Informer. I fear'd leaſt he ſhould deny, thath 
ever told Ceballinus any ſuch thing , and ſo Imigh

Ceb 
Iinus che Informer might , with wery little tral, 
have been -diſpatcht. In ſhort, after I was acc, 
when I came alone to ſup with the King, why dill 
not then kill bim? I had a Sword by my fide; Wa 
it becau'e I durſt do nothing without Dymnus: If j# 
think ſo, then certainly be, not I, was the head of i 
Conſpiracy. It was under his ſhade ,Philotas,rhat woul 
fain be King of Macedon, lay maskt. Who is thit 


among you , whom by Bribes I have endeavoured t 
draw to my Party * What Commander have 1 got 
about to corrupt ? It4s objected to me, that I contem 
my jiative Language , and ſcorn the Cuſtoms of lt 
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m'm| Macedonians, if ſo, where are the wheedling Arti- 
coll] fices by which I aim at. Authority ? Onr natrue Tongue 
by Trafficking, with other Nations, is. almoſt grown 
| out of uſe, ſo that both the Conquerours and Captives 
muff look for ſome other. This report no more mjures 
yy reputation, than that I was great with Amyntas, 
the Son of Perdicca' , who plotted the Kings Death. 
Tis true, I was his Friend. Is. not the Kings Couſys 
German fit to. be any ones Friend? But, I beſeech you, 
is it a capital Crime to be Acquaintance to a Traytor $ 
If this is Fuſtice, why doT lrve ſo long ? if Injuſtice, 
why muſt I live no longer ? But it ſeems 1 wrote, that

Beſſus chiefly confided , he accompliſhed his de- 
iign with eaſe, for he found them more ready to 
ide with him than he expe&ted 5; whom with 
eght more. ftout Men he ingaged in this Confpi- 
racy. Spitamenes applying himſelf to Beſſas, | {e- 
ctetly informed him, that he not only detected 
Dataphernes and Catenes in a Conſpiracy againſt 
him, to yield him up alive to Alexander, but alſo 
that he had ſecured them , and that they were 
bound in Priſon. Beſſus, after he had given him 
he thanks he chought due to ſo good ſervice, be- 
Ing deſirous to ſee them Executed himſelf, Com- 
manded them to be brought before him. They

firuck ſuch a terrour into the fearful Barbarians, 
flyingout of all order, that many, ag if the Enemy 
had been at their heels, fell head-long from the 
Rock arid-* ſlew themſelves; others for haſt fal- 
ling down and receiving wounds, were deſerted 
by-their Friends ahd Companions.

Altars to be erected of {quare Stone, as a Monu- 
ment of his Expedition ; he cauſed likewiſe the 
Mhcrenchments and other works of his Camp, to 
te inlarged, and Beds to be lafe of a greater {ſize 
than was proportionable to the ordinary Itature 
oMen, that they might ſhow the greater, and 
that by this impoſture, he might induce poſte- 
ity to think miraculous things of himſelf and his 
Army. From thence he 'marche back the ſame 
way he went, and Incamped by the River Ace- 
fmes, where Cenrrs hapned to fall ſick and die, at 


whoſe Death the King ſighed, but yet let fall this 
reflecting expreflion, That Cznzs for fo few days 
hehad to live, had made a long Speech , as if 
tzonly were the likelieft Man to ſee Macedon 
24in. The Fleet he had Con:manded to be 
built was now launched ; In the mean while ar- 
Ived Meme, bringing with him out of Thrace, a

- When Cenzs had finiſhed his Speech, the Ar- 
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Recruit of ſix thouſand Horſe, beſides ſeven thoy, 
{and Foot more from Harpalus , and Arms for 
twenty five thouſand Men wrought with gold 
and ſilver , which being diſtributed among he 
Souldiers, the old ones were order'd to be burnt; 
and being now on the point to Sail into.the'Q: 
cean with a Fleet of a thouſand Ships , after he 
had by means of a mutual Alliance , reconciled 
the ewo Indian Kings, Taxiles and Porms, 'who 
were at variance, and began to renew their'old 
feuds, he left them both in. their Kingdoms, 
they having both, with all diligence, promoted 
the Building of his Fleet. He likewiſe built two 
Cities, one of which he called Nicea, and the 
other Bucephalos, dedicating that City to the name 
and memory of the Horſe he had loſt. Ando 
giving order that the Elephants, and Baggage, 
and other cumberſome things , ſhould be Con 
ducted after him by Land. He failed down the | 
River with the ſtream, making about forty Fur- 
longs a day, that he might now and then puta 
ſhore his Forces as convenient places. Purſuing 
thus his courſe , he comes. to a Country where 
the River Hydaſpes runs into the River Aceſme, 
trom whence it continues-its courſe to the Bot: 
ders of the Sobians , who report themſelves de- 
ſ{cended from ſome Souldiers of Hercules's Army, 
who being left behind becauſe they were ſick,ſea 
ted themſelves in the Country they were: now 
poſſeſt of, Their Cloaths were Skins 'of wild 
Beaſts, and Clubs their Weapons ; and though 
they had forgotten Grecian manners and cuſtoms, 
yet they retaifed ſtill many marks of their 'ori 
ginal. Here landing his Forces, he marched 259 
Farlongs up into the Country , which when he 
had laid waſt, he takes the Capital Town gy 
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Alexander the Great. 
by Siege. Another Nation had placed forty thou- 


ſand Foot on the Rivers ſide to oppoſe him,which 


te paſſing the River, forces to flic into a Walled 


Town, which hetakes by ſtorm, putting all to 
the Sword that were at Mens Eſtate, and ſelling 


the reſt. Then going about to force another Cj- 
A he was repulſed by the Valour of the Defen- 

ts, and loſt many of his Macedonians ; but 
when they ſaw he obſtinately continued the 
Siege, the Townſmen deſpairing of their ſafety, 
{t fire on their own Houſes, and burn themſelves, 
their Wives and Children. Which whilſt they 
continued to augment, and their Enemies to ex- 
tinguiſh, a new and unheard ſort of fight aroſe, 
when the Inhabitants deſtroyed the City , and 
the Enemies defended it. So powerful is War, 
to make Men ac even contrary to the Laws of 
Nature. There was in the Town a Cittadel that 
remain'd untoucht , in which he left a Garriſon. 
And then goes on Shipboard again, with a deſign 
to Sail about the Cittadel, whole ſcituation was 


remarkable, for the meeting of three of the great- 


eſt Rivers of India , except Ganges , who with 


their Waters ſurround its Fortifications : For on 


the North ic is waſhed by the River 'bzdws , and 


. on the South , the Rivers Ace/mes and Hydaſpes, 


mixing together, jointly embrace it. 'The meet- 
ing of ſo many Rivers cauſes thereabouts a very 
rough Water that riſes in Waves like the Sea, by 


the violence of which, ſuch heaps of ſlime and 


mud are caſt up, ſometimes here, and ſometimes 
there , that the Channel for Veſſels to pals 
through, is forced into a very narrow ſpace ; fo 
that the Mariners ſeeing the Waves come rouling 


bÞ faſt upon them , and their Veſſels beaten by 


them both a head , and on both ſides , they be- 
2 4. gan 
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gan to pull in toward the ſhore ; but their en: 


deavours were fruſtrated and "prevented, ' partly 
by fear, and partly by the headitrong rapidity 
of the Rivers; ſo that two of the biggeft Ships 
in the Fleet ſunk before their Eyes ; and the le. 
ſer ones being likewiſe no longer- guidable, ye 
by good luck were driven aground without any 
dammage. The King himſelf fell among' the 
moſt. rapid Whirlpools , amidſt which his Ship 
being intangled , was toſt about oblickly, the 
Steerimen being no longer able to govern her, 
or keep her Head iteady any way : So that ft 


had already ſtripe himſelf with intention to leay 


into the Water, - and his Friends were already got 
in, and were {wiraming hard by to receive him ; 
and it appear'd doubtful, whether was moſt dat- 

erous, for him to venture to ſwim, or truſt him- 
{af any longer in the Ship. When che Marines, 


incited by the. greatneſs of the danger on” both 


ſides, made ſo mighty an effort with their Oan, 
which they beſtir'd with all the ftrength that 
Men could do, and ſo laſhed the inſulting Wave, 
that you would have thought the Waters had 
been cleft afunder, and that the Whirlpools had 
given back, by which means at laſt they madea 
ſhift to bring off the Ship, yet could not get her 
to ſhoar, but run her aground in a ſhallow 'W# 
ter juſt by, ſo that you would have thought they 
had been warring with the Rivers. x 
Therefore when he was got aſhore, he cauſal 
as many Altars to be Erefted as there were Rt 
vers, and Sacrifices to be offered on them, and 
then continued his Progreſs thirty Furlongs fur- 


ther, from whence he arcived at the Country of 


Oxydracans and Mallians , who though before at 
Wars with one another, were now by the fence 
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of their common danger Leagued together. They 
had an Army that conſiſted of nine thouſand 
choice young Men on Foot, ten thouſand Horſe, 
and nine hundred Chariots. But the Macedonians, 
who thought they had had no more dangers to 
Encounter, when they came to ſee, that contra- 
ry to their expedation, they had ſtill a new War 
to undergo with the fierceſtNations of Þ4ia, were 
terrified with a ſurpriſing fear, and began again 
with ſeditiousClamours toupbraid theKing,telling 
him, That they had been forced to defilt from 
the Expedition againſt the River Ganges, and the 
Countries beyond it, in hopes of ſome reſpite 
from continual ſervice , bur that for ought that 
they ſaw, they. had riot 'yet ended , but: only 
changed the Seat'of the War. That they were 


ftill expoſed to unconquered Nations, that with 


their Blood ' they might open him a paſlage to 
the Ocean. That they were.drag'd along beyond 
the very Stars and the Sun it ſelf, and forced to 
advance to thoſe places which nature her ſelf had 


removed ont of ſight. That though they had 


new Arms ; they had new Enemies too'ro deal 


with, to Defeat and pur to flight all which, what 
reward could they expect ? ' Nothing'but miſts 
and darkneſs, and perpetual night, chat were 
ſpread over the face of the deep ; a Sea fwarm- 
ing with Sea-Monfſters ; and ſtanding, and-of 
Freat ſtanding Pools, in which dying-nature 
eems to breaths her laſt. The King npon this 


being more concerned for the perplexity of his 


Souldiers minds, than for that of his own, calls 
them together, and .in a Speech , Remonltrates 
tothem how unwarlike thoſe people were; they 
jo much feared ; how that there was nothing 
but thoſe Nations now in the way to hinder 

| them, 
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them, after they had meaſured the whole extey 
of the Earth from arriving to the Ocean, which 


ſhould be the end of their labours as it was o | 


the World. That in condeſcention to their fear, 
he had declined his intended Expedition againſt 
Ganges, and the multitude of Nations that dwell 
beyond it , and had turned his Arms that way, 
where there was equal glory and leſs danger to 
be found. That he was now within ſight of the 
Ocean , that they themſelves might now ſmel 
the ſcent of the Sea ; and that therefore he ho 
ped they would not envy him the glory he ws 
going to acquire. That they would now quick 
ly paſs beyond the limits markt out by Hercules 
and Bacchws , and with little pains to them: 
ſelves , purchaſe to their King immortal Fame 
All multitudes , but more eſpecially. Military 
ones, are ſo fickle and inconſtant, that they are 
eaſily inclined this way or that z and accordingly 
we lee, that Seditions and popular Commotions, 
are as eaſily appeaſed as begun. For never was 4 
more chearful ſhout given by an Army, they all 
crying out, © Lead us forward then, Sir, in the 
© name and under the favour of the Gods, and 
© Equalize in glory thoſe yort ſo much Emulate. 
Alexander much encouraged and joyed at thele 
Acclamations, preſently marches away, and In 
camps near the Enemy. They were (as is ſaid) 


the moſt valiant and puiſſant :Natjons of Indi, | 
and with all diligence made preparation for Wa: |, 


They choſe a General of the Oxydracan Nation, 
of fingular Courage. and Condue, . who pitched 
his Camp under the Roots of the Mountain, an( 
kindled Fires all along the whole extent of bs 
Camp, that he might make the multitude of tus 
Men ſcem fo much the greater. And ever and

non, he would cauſe his Men with cries, and 
horrid yelling and howling after this manner, to 
endeavour, though in vain, to terrify the J4ace- 
dmians that lay quiet in their Camp : When it 
began to be day , the King being confident 
of the Victory, Commands his Men, -who 
were no leſs chearful and brisk, to fall to their 
Arms, -and march into the Field in Battel Array, 
Buc upon their appearance, the Barbarians, whe- 
ther out of fear, or by reaſon of ſome ſudden 
Sdition ariſing among them, is uncertain, fled 
away : However, it is certain, they gain'd and 
prepoſſeſs'd themſelves of the moſt difficult and 
tenable - paſſes of the Mountains , whoſe flying 
Troops the King having puirſned in vain, with- 
pur taking any but their. Baggage, | he advanced 
toward the principal Town of the! Oxydracans, 
into which, moſt of the.Enemies were fled, truſt- 
ng no lefs in their Arms , than in the ſtrength 
of the Walls. And the King was juſt going to 
the Aſſault, when his Diviner began to adviſe 
him, that he ſhould not. attempt it, or ar leaſt, 
that he would defer $e attack till another cime, 
for that he foreſaw, if he ventured now, his Life 
would be in danger. The King looking earneft- 
ly on Demophoon [ for that was the Diviners 
Name. ] *. If any Body , {ayes he, ſhould interrupt 
jou in this manner, whilſt you ere buſy about your 
art, and viewing the Entrails of Beaſts, I queſtion 
wt but-you would think him very impertinent and 


tubleſorne., Would you not ? Ves indeed, If it pleaſe 


jour Majeſty, Anſwer'd Demophoon..- Ana do you 
think they, replied the;King, that to me that have 
wt the Entrails of Beaſts', but ſo great things as I 
have before my Eyes, that any thing can be more 
troubleſome to me , than a Diviner fraught with ſe 
muUC 
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much ſuperſtition. And {o no ſooner had he ſaid; 
but without further delay , hz Commanded ſez 


ling Ladders immediately to be raiſed, and whilf 


the reſt ſtood in ſuſpenſe ; mounts the Wall, 
which was very narrow. The Creſt of his Hel. 
met was not at that time adorned with the Plume 
of Feathers he uſed at other times to be known 
by ; but his Beaver was only well laced together 
every way with a Thong. And therefore the 
King rather ſtnck than ſtood upon ſuch an edge 
of a Wall, repulſing with: his Shield the Dans 
that ſhowred upon him on every ſide ; for the 
Enemies from their 'Turrets ſhot at him onal 
ſides, and his Souldiers 'could not approach the 
Wall to help him , becauſe they were fo. over- 


whelmed from above with Darts and Ayrows, 


yet at lengch for ſhame and indignation, that 
their King ſhould thus by their lagging behind, 
{o diſgracefully fall into the hands of the Ene 
mies, palling by all conſiderations of danger, they 
with ſuch precipitation mounted the Walls, that 
making more haſt than good ſpeed , whilſt one 
preſt eagerly before the other , ſtriving which 


ſhould advance the firſt, they -over-charged the 


Scaling-Ladders, ſo that'they broke under them, 


-and threw them down; in fo much diſorder, that 
the Kings only hopes of being ſuccour'd by them 


was defeated ; and he left, though'in the fight 
of {o great'an Army, as much alone,” and help 


Tefs, as if he had been in a Deſart. - *He had ab 


ready wearied his left Arm, with which he ms 


:naged his Shield to put off the ſhot made at him, 


and his Friends cried out-to him to leap down 
back again to them, ſtanding ready-to receive 
him as he ſhould Tall: When he venturing up 
a moſt incredible and-unheard off attempt, the 


bravenels 
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bravenels of which, better deſerved the name of 
famous Temerity, than the. glorious title of true 
Valour, takes a deſperate leap and throws him- 
ſelf into the Town full ofarmed Enemies, though 
he could ſcarce hope he ſhould have ſormuch as 
play enough to die fighting, and not unreyenged ; 
tor he might have been overpowred before he 
could have riſen, and fo have been taken alive. 
He had by good hap, ſo balanced his Body, that 
he light on his feet. , Therefore in the ſame po- 
ſtuce ' he begins the Fight. And Fortune had 
made proviſion to hinder the Enemies from en- 
compaſling him round : for hard by the Wall 
there was an old Tree that ſpread out large bran- 
ches on'every ſide well cloathed with, leaves, as if 
it had been on purpoſe to prote the King, againſt 


the” thick. Trunk of which he placed his back, | 


that; he might not be encloſed round, and ſo 
ſtood and received with his Shield the Arrows 


and Javelins that were levelled at the forepart of 
his body : for though ſo many hands were em- - 


ployed againſt one man afar off, yet none of them 
had the courage to come near him. And their 
Darts fell-more of them on the boughs of the 
Tree, than on his Shield. 

- That which chiefly fought for the King, was 
the Terrouy, of his Great Name, and next to that, 
Deſpair, which is a moſt powerful Incitement to 
a man to beſtir himſelf to die honourably. _ Buc 
new Enemies ſtill pouring on upon him, he at 
kngth had received ſuch a multitude of Darts 
and Arrows on his Shield, his Helmet was fo 
battered with ſtones; and his Body ſo wearied 


with ſuch continual hot ſervice, that his legs be- 
gan to bend under him ; that ſome of the Ene- 


mies that-were neareſt him, contemning him as 
now 
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now out of a condition to make any great dg 
fence, ran heedleſly upon him, two of which he 
ſo well received with his ſword, that he laid 
them dead at his feet ; which fo terrified the reſt, 
that none of them durſt afterward venture near 
him, but kept on caſting and ſhooting at him afar 
off their Darts and Arrows. He, though expo. 
ſed like a Mark for them all to ſhoot at, yet mads 


a ſhift to maintain himſelf upon his legs againſt 
them, till an I#4;an ſhot an Arrow of two cubig 


length ( for ſo long we have already told you, 
the Þdian Arrows were ) which entring in at 
that part of his breaſt that was next above' his 
right ſide, ſtuck in his Body, with which Wound 
he was ſo much diſabled, and loft ſo much bloud, 
that came flowing out in abundance, that he let 
fall his Arms like a dying man, being grown 6 
weak, that he had not ſtrength enough, witli his 
right hand, ſo much as to pull out the Arrow: 
which he that had wounded him, obſerving, runs 
to him with great joy, thinking to have the ho- 
nour to ſtrip and deſpoil his Body. Whom when 
Alexander felt laying hands on him, ( as is pro 
bable to believe) being extraordinarily moved at 
the indignation of this laſt and utmoſt diſgrace 
he thought could befall his perſon, recals again 
his almoſt-departed Spirits, and ſheaths his ſword 
in the naked fide of his unwary Enemy : - ſo that 
there were now three dead bodies that lay about 
the King, whilſt the reſt ſtood afar off in a pro 


found amazement ; and he deſiring that before . 


his ſtrength and ſpirirs quite failed him, he might 
be ſlain fighting, endeavoured, with rhe help of 
his Shield, to raiſe himſelf upright ; but findi 


himſelf nor ſtrong enough that way, he took hold 


of the boughs of the Tree, and fo endeavours 200

riſe ; but not being able to keep up that way nei- 
ther, he lets himſelf fall down again upon his 
knees, and brandiſhing his ſword, defies the beſt 


of the Enemies to fight him hand to hand: - At. 


laſt Pexceſtes, after he had beaten off the Defen- 
dants, got in at another ſide of the Town, and 
keeping all along the tract that went cloſe by the 
Wall, came into the King's aid. Whom when A4- 
lxander ſaw, ſuppoſing he came not ſo much to 
fave his life, as to be a comfort and Companion 
to him in death, he lay down and covered his 
tired Body with his Shield : Next came in 7z- 
mew, a little after him Leonatas, and laſt of all, 
Ariſtonus. The Indians likewiſe on their ſide, 
when they heard for certain that the King him- 


| ſelf was within their Walls, quitting their other 


Poſts, came all flocking thither, and prefſed hard 
upon thoſe that defended-him ; amongſt which, 


'Timans, after he had received many wounds in 


the forepart of his Body, and fought valiantly, 
was ſlain. Peuceſfes, though he were pierced 
with three Darts, yet uſed not his Shield to de- 
fend his own Body, but the Kings. Leonatas, 
whilſt he was endeavouring to repulſe the Ene- 
mies that greedily preſſed on, was ſo dangerouſly 
wounded in the neck, that he fell down half 
dead at the Kings feet. And Peuceſtes,. being 
quite ſpent with wounds, had now laid down 
his Shield. All the hopes now remaining was in 
Ariftonus alone, who being likewiſe grievo 
wounded, was no longer able to reſiſt the Ene- 
nes. | F 
In the mean while , it being noiſed about 
In the Macedonian Army, that their King was 
lain, that which would have 'terrified others, 
kt but the ſharper edge upon their Courage 3.08 
| . they 
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they no ſooner heard this news, but immediats 
forgetting all dangers, they with Pick-axes broke 
down the Wall, and entring Pell-mell at the 
breach, made an irruption into the City, where 
they killed more Indians flying, than fighting, few 
of them daring to ſtand them : In which laugh. 
ter they ſpared neither Age nor Sex, thinking 
every one they met to be the perſon that woun- 
ded their King ; till at length they {atisfied their 
juſt Anger with the entire deſtruction of their 
Enemies. Clitarchns and Timagenes report, That 
' Prolomy, who afterwards reigned, was preſent at 
this Fight ; but he himſelf, who. would never 
have contradicted any thing ſo much to his own 
glory, if true, affirms he was then: abſent in-an 
| Expedition elſewhere. So. much Careleſneſs, or 
which- is as: bad, ſo much , Credulity were the 

Compilers of antient Hiſtories guilty of! 

When all was over, and the King carried back 
into his Tent, the Ghirurgeons cut off the wood 
of the Shaft that ſtuck in his body, as cloſe asthey 
could, without moving the barbed point of it; 
and then ſtripping his body naked, they find it 
was hooked, and therefore could riot, without &- 
vident danger to his life, be drawn out, unleſs the 
Wound were firſt inlarged by an inciſion. And 
on the other fide they were afraid that1o great a 
loſs of bloud would follow upon an inciſion, 3 
- would fruſtrate the intention of, the Operation, 
becauſe that part of the Arrow that was entred 
into his body, was very large, and ſeemed to have 
netrated to his very Vitals. Crirobalus, though 
e were a man of the moſt excellenc 5kill of al 
the Chirurgeons, yer being terrified ac {o great 
danger, was afraid to put his hands to the Ope 
ration, for fear if the Cure ihouki not Wears the 
s amse,

- Upon which, Critobulws, either ſhaking off, or 
at leaſt diſſembling his fear, began to deſire him, 
hewould be pleaſed to let ſome come to him to 


hold him till , whilſt he drew out the point of 


the Arrow, becauſe if he ſhould ſtir nevei fo 
little during the operation , it would be very 
hurtful to him : , But the King anſwer'd, There 
was no need of any Body to hold him, and ac- 
cordingly, as he was bidden , he held himſelf 
ſtifl all che while, without flinching in the leaſt ; 
but when the Wound was in this manner much 
inlarged, and the Arrows point drawn out, the 
Blood flowed out in ſuch abundance, that the 
King begun ' to faint away , and to turn up his 
Eyes , and ſtretch out his Limbs like a dying 
- Which when his Friends ſaw , and that 
the Blood would not be ſtanched, whatever Re- 
medies they applied, they began to break out in- 
to Cries and Lamentations, verily believing the 
King was dead, till at laſt the Blood ſtopt, and 
by little and little, he came to himſelf again, and 
begun' to know thole that ſtood about him.

manded, how far the Sea was thence? anſwered, 
they had never ſo much as heard there was any 
Sea, but thar in three days fail, they would come 
to a Water that was bitter, which corrupted the 
{weet Water. By which, underſtanding that the 
Sea was meant by thoſe poor People that were 
ignorant of irs Nature: the Mariners thereupon 
with extraordinary brisknels plied their Oars, the 
ardour of their minds redoubling every day as 
they drew nigher the. place of. the accompliſh- 
ment of their hopes. On the third day they. 
cameto a place where the Sea as yet with butz 
gentle Tide confounded together the two dik 
terent Waters ; and then advancing to another 
Iſland that. was likewiſe in the middle of- the 
Channel, with ſomething a ſlower pace, becauſe 
the Current began to give way to the Tide, they 
pur in thither with their Fleet, and went aſhore, 
running about to ſeek Proviſions, not thinking 
of the Accident that befelt them through their 
Tenorance. It was about the third hour, when 
the Tide at its regular time began to flow in 
and drive the freſh Current backward ; which 
at firſt, being only ſtopped,. at length was 
pulſed more vehemently,. and flowed upwards 


. with more vioknce than the rapid ſtreams of 


Torrents. The nature of the Sea was unknown 
ro 
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\ | tothe Commion Souldiers, who thought they had 
ken ſomething monſtrous, and that portended 
the anger of the Gods: For the Sea ſwelling 
kigh, overflowed the Fields; which but a little 
hefore were dry; which' carrying the Ships 
kigher, and Uiſperſing the whole Fleer, they 
who were gone aſhore, run trembling thereuport 
from all parts back towards their Ships, as Men 
mazed at ſo unexpeaed a miſchance. But ina 
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deavour to hale the Ships to them with Boats 
hooks, others hinder them as much, while they 
raſte time in cenſidering whether they ſhould 
iſe their Oars or no: And ſome making over 
nuch haſte to*pur off, without ſtaying for the 


nove- forward their halt-man'd, and therefore 
nweildy Veſſels. Ochers running over-haltily, 
nd in too great numbers at once to board their 
hips, hindred one another from entring ; ſo 
tat by their inconfiderate hafte, they either took - 
wt-a number ſufficient to manage their Ships; 
relſe by the thronging of too great numbers, 
were hindred in boarding them, or over-charged 
hem: And while ſome cried out on fhore to- 
heir Companions to ſtay for them, and others 
kegped as loud to put off, their confuſed and 
Wenting voices demanding and; commanding! 
wntrary things at once, made ſuch a horrible 
wiſe, as deprived them both of the uſe of their: 
tyes and their Ears. Nay, the Commanders” 
*re as helpleſs and inſiggificant asthe reft ; for 
rither could their voices be heard in ſnch a Tu- 
ule, nor their Commands be readily obey'd by 
len frighted,' and wholly difordered : So thar 
B b 2 the 
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Tumult, commonly over-much haſte- does but- 
kinder the ſpeed defired ; for while ſome en- 


xt of their Ships .Company , with much ado - 
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the Ships began to fall fout on one another, and 
the Oars to be carried away with the Wave; 
and ſome of the Mariners to make themſelves 
way, by puſhing off other Ships in their way, 
that one would not haye thought chey had been 
all of one Fleet, but rather two Fleets engaged 
together in a Sea-fight : The heads of ſome Ships 
run againſt the ſterns of others; and they again 
who had ſo diſturbed thoſe before them, were 
alike preſſed by thoſe that followed them, that 
at length the Confuſion was ſo great among them, 
that they quarrelled in earneſt, and fell to blows 
one with another. And now the Tide had over- 
flown all the Marſhes about the River, except 
ing here and there ſome Hillocks, that appear 
like little Iſlands, which many of the affrighted 


Mariners choſe rather to ſwim to, than theis 
Ships. The whole Fleet being thus ſcattered, 
ſome of the Veſſels rode in deep Water in the: 
bottom of the Vallies, and ſome. again run on | 


Banks and Shallows, becauſe the ground the Ws 


ter had overflown, was ſomething unequal; when: 


all on a ſudden again, their fears were renewed 
by a freſh and more terrible Accident than be- 
fore: For the Tide began to ebb, .and the, Waves 
to return back into their proper Sea with a ſwift 
and mighty Current, and reſtored again to, their 
view, thoſe Lands that before were covered: with 
a profound Sea. So that the Ships being thus de 


ſerted by the Water, pitched ſome on their Prows, 


and ſome on their Sides. The Fields were ſtrewed 
with Knapſacks, Arms, and broken pieces. df 
Boards and Oars: And the Souldiers were afraid 


both 'to venture on Land, and ſtay aboard their 


Ships, fearing ſtill greater evils to come , than 


thoſe they ſaw: Nay, ſuch was their Conſterna- 
tion, 
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tion, that they could not tell whether they 
might believe their own Eyes in what they ſut- 
fered ; that they ſhould make Ship-wrack on dry 
Land, meet with the Sea on a River, ſeemed to 
them incomprehenſible z ſo that they deſpaired 
to ſee any end of their Sufferings : For they alas, 
were ignorant that the S2a next Tide would 
bring back Water enough tocarry off their Ships, 
and therefore expected nothing but to periſh with 
Hunger, and ſufter all other Extremities imagt- 
nable. And to add to their Terror, horribleand 
monſtrous Fiſhes, wanting Water to {wim, -wal- 
lowed up and down among them, and Night 
grew on ; that even the King himſelf began to 
be extreamly concerned, and in' a manner de- 
ſpond : Yet could not care ſo much oppreſs his 


great and invincible Spirit, but that he watched 
all Night in Perſon, in the Watch-Towers, and 


ſent out a party of Horſe toward the Mouth of 


the River or Haven, to give notice when the 
Tide was coming in again, that they might put 
off, and go down with it. He likewiſe com- 
manded the Ships that were endamaged, to be 
repaired; and thoſe rhat were .over-turned by 
the Waves, tq be raiſed upright; charging them 
all to wait, and bein readineſs againſt the Tide 
ſhopld return to over-flow the Land. Actlength, 
ater he had ſpent the whole Night in watching, 
and encouraging his Men , the Horſe-men he 
lent forth, came back with full ſpeed, and were 
tollowed as faſt by the Tide, which at firſt gontly 
piling under them wich irs Billows, only ſet the 
elfels afloat, and afterwards over-ſpreading the 
whole Fields, drove them along with it ; upon 
which, the Mariners, over-joyed at ſounexpected 
aGeliverance, gave ſuch a ſhout, that they made 
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the ſhore ring again with their loud acclamg- 
mations. Yet could they nor, but as Men ſtruck 
with great Admiration, queſtion mightily among 
themſelves, from whence ſo great a Flood ſhould 
ſo ſuddenly return thither , whence it had fled 
but the day before z and what was the nature of 
that Element , that ſo ſtrangely was ſometimes 
confined to Times and Seaſons, and ſometimes 
unbridled. The King upon this, judiciouſly con- 
jeuring by what had already happen'd, that 


afrer the Sun was riſen, the Tide would ebb. 


again, to be before-hand with it, fell down the 
River with a ſele& Squadron of Ships, and paſ- 
ſing out of the Havens mouth, fail'd about 4oo 
Furlongs into the Sea: And fo when he had at 
length thus ſatisfied his defire , after he had'fa- 
erificed to the Gods of the Sea, and the peculiar 
Deities of thoſe places, he returned back again to 
his Fleet. by 

From thence they went up the River again, 
and after one days tugging , came to Anchor 
near a ſalt Lake, whoſe unknown Nature de- 
ceived many that ventyred to go waſh themſelves 
in it, for their Bodies grew all ſcabby, and the 
Diſeaſe was likewiſe infed&tious ; but it was cured 
with Oyl. Then the King ſending Leonatas be- 


fore with a Party, to dig Wells all along thoke 
Parts, by which it might be thought moſt expe 
dient he ſhould march his Army by Land, be 


cauſe it was a very dry Country, he himſelf with 
the reſt of his Forces, reſolved to take up his 
Winter-Quarters there till the next Spring, . Du- 
ring which interval, he built ſeveral Cities, and 
commanded Nearchus and Oneficritus, his molt 
experienced Sea-Commanders, to put out to Sea 


with the beſt and ſtrongeſt Veſſels, and go as far 
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a5 ſafely they could, in diſcovery of the Nature 
of the Sea, telling them, chey might put in again 
either at the; ſame River , or at the mouth of 
Eupbrates, when they were minded to come back 
to him. And then when Winter was over, after 
he had burnt ſuch Ships as were unſerviceable, 
he rook his march by Land with his Army, and 
in nine days came into the Country of the Ara- 
bites, and thence” in as.many tnore, to that of 
the Gedroſians; who being a Free People, aiter 
they had held a Council , yielded” themſelves , 
which when they had done, no other Tribute 
was impoſed on them, but only a proportion of 
Vieuals for the Army. In five days march more 
he came to a River called Arabos by the Narives, 
beyond which, there is a very deflart Country, 
and deſtitute of Water , which having paſled, 
he march'd on againſt the Horrites, wheres he 
committed the main Body of his Army to the 
Conduct of Hepheſtion, dividing the Light Horle 
inco three bodies; Commanding one himſelf, 
and Prolomy and Leonats the other ewo. Thus 
the Indians Country was harraſſed by three Bo- 
dies at once, and great Booties were taken ; for 
Ptolomy waſted the Sea-coalt, the King himielf 
the mid-land parts, and Leonatrs the other fide 
of the Country. He built likewiſe a City there, 
and planted in it a Colony of Arachoſzans, From 


{ thence he marched to anotner vait and deſart 


Country of Indians upon the Sea-coalt, whole 
People have no kind of Commerce with their 
neighbouring Nations : Andthe very ſolitude of 
the place has added ſomething to the ſavagznels 
of their Difpolitions, that were rougih-hewn 
enough by Nature betore, They let their Nails 
grow, withour- ever cutting them , and Wear 
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their Hair ſhagged, without combing or cutti gy 


they are clothed with Furs of Wild Beafts, yo. 
feed on the fleſh of Fiſhes dried in the Sun, as 
likewiſe on that of the greater and more mon- 
ſtrous Fiſhes the Sea cafts on their ſhore. 

The Macedonians therefore after they had con: 
ſumed the ſtores they brought with them, firſt 
began to ſuffer ſcarcity of proviſion, and after: 
wards an extream Famine, being torced to dig 
up and down every-where for Palm-tree-roots 
( that being theonly Tree growing there ) to {u- 
ſtain chemlelves ; which ſorry proviſion likewik 
failing them, they fell a killing their Carriage 
Beaſts, not ſparing ſo much as their Horſes ; 
that when they had thus bereaved themſelves of 
the Beaſts that uſed to carry their Baggage, they 
were forced to make Bonefires of the precious 
Spoils they had gotten from their Enemies, and 
for which they had taken fo tedious a march ta 
the utmoſt confines of the Eaſt. This Famine 
was followed by a Peſtilence: for the uſe of 
Meats of an unwholſome juice, and contrary to 
their Conſtitutions, and the toils and fatigues of 
their march, together with the perplexity of their 
minds, had bred ſuch Epidemical Diſtempers # 
mong them, that they could neither ſtay there, 
nor go forward, without great Mortality : for it 


they ſtayed, they pined with Hunger ; and if 


they marched, the Peſtilence followed them lo 
much the more fiercely. So that the Fields were 
every-where beſtrewed with more half dead than 
quite dead Bodies. And thoſe that were diſtem: 
per'd, were not able to follow the reſt, though 
they marched never ſo ſlowly; for the Army 


-marcht away a kind of a flying pace, every one 


imagining the more ground they got, the Deare 
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they advanced towards the hopes of their delive- 
ry, Therefore thoſe that were unable to march, 
deſired all they met with,both ſtrangers and others, 
to be ſo charitable as to carry them : but there be- 
ing no Beaſts left to ſet them on, and the ſoundeſt 
Souldiers being hardly able to carry their own 
Arms, and being beſides frighted at fo doleful a 
fight that repreſented to them the dreadful dan- 
ger that threatned themſelves too, if they lingred, 
would not, though they were ſo often and pitt. 
fully importuned to ic, ſo much as endure ta look 
back on their own beſt Friends or Relations, all 
mercy. and compaſſion being {mothered in them 
by the exceffiveneſs of the fear that poſlefſed 
them: Upon which, thoſe miſerable Souls ſeeing 
themſelves thus abandoned, began to intreat them 
by thelove of the Gods, andby the reſpet to the 
Religion they profeſſed in common with them, 
and laſt of all, to implore the Kings afliſtance ; 
and when they {aw that all was in vain, and that 
they preached to the deat, they grew raving with 
deſpair, curſing their fellow-Souldiers, and wiſh-. 
ing them the like horrid end, and the like hard- 
hearted Friends: and Companions they had met 
with themſelves. 

The King being not only much troubled at 
their lamentable complaints, but likewiſe ſome- 
thing aſhamed and confounded, becauſe he him- 
ſelf had been the cauſe of ſo great and miſerable 
aMortality, diſpatched preſently away to Phrata- 
phones, Governour of the Parthenians , to fend 

im ſome Camels loads of Proviſions ready dreft. 
He likewiſe ſent to all the other Governours of 
the neighbouring Countries, to inform them of 
the extremities he was in, who were not back- 
ward in ſupplying him ; fo that at laſt, without 
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eff:xRing any thing elſe there, but only, and that 
with much ado too, to reſcue his Army from 
ſtarving, he led them to the Frontiers of Gedrofic, 
which is a Region that alone abounds with all 


things not elfewhere tobe found in one Country, . 


where he thought fit ro quarter his Army 4 
while, that his tired and ſickly Souldiers might 
recover their health and ſtrength again by a com- 
petent reſt. 


There he received Letters from Leonatas, with | 


advice that he had fought a Battle with 8000 Foot, 
and yoo Horſe of the Oritians, and had defeated 
them : at the ſame time he had news from Cra- 
terus out of Perſia, that he had ſuppreſſed a Re- 


bellion raiſed there by Ozines and Zariaſdes, two | 


Noblemen of that Nation, and had taken them 
Prifoners. Wherefore leaving Siburtizs Gover- 
nour of Gedroſia, (for Memnon the former Go- 
vernour of it was newly deceaſed of a Diſcaſe ) 
he went himſelf into Carmania, of which Aſpafts 
was Governour, who was ſuſpeted to have de- 
ſigned a Revolt, whilſt Alexander was in India; 
whom when he came out to meet the King, he 
received very gratiouſly, and with the ſame ho- 
nour as before, diſſembling his diſpleaſure, till he 
might find proof of the Treaſon of which he was 
accuſed. | | 
And the ſeveral Governours of India having, 
according to his commands, fent him numerous 
Recruirs of Horſes, Beaſts of bucthen, and all forts 
of drawing Beaſts, out of every Province that 
was ſubje&t to his Empire 3; he furniſhed with 
n2w Baggag? all his mn who had loſt them, and 
gave them new Arms as b:ftore: for they we're 
not far trom Perſia, which was not only pzaceabk; 


br fall of Riches. Therefore, as we have alret- 
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dy hinted, having an ambition to equalize not 
only the Glory that Bacchws brought back out of 
thoſe Countries, bat likewiſe the Fame. and Re- 
putation he left behind him there, being inſpired 
as *ewere with a Spirit that ſoared above the pitch 
of humane Nature, without examining whether 


the extravagant Proceſſion. made by his Army 


there, were a ſort of a triumph firſt inſtituted by 
Bacchas, or only a Frolick of his drunken Fol- 


| lowers, he. reſolved to imitate it. And accord- 


ingly, he cauſed the Streets through which he was 
10 paſs, to be.ſtrewed with Flowers and Garlands, 
and large Bowls and other capacious Velfels full 
of Wine, to be ſet at the doors of every houle 


| and Waggons afid Carriages that were large e- 


nough to hold ſeveral Souldiers, covered at the 
top after the manner of Tents, ſome with 'white 
Canvas, and ſome wich richer Hangings, to be 
placed all along in ranks. And then began the 
Proceflion, in this order : . Firſt marched -all the 
Courtiers, and the Kings Guards crown'd with 
ſeveral ſorts of Flowers and other Garlands, wich 
Pipers on the one ſide, and Harpers on the other, 
ſounding with their beſt skill ; rhen followed rhe 
whole body of the Revelling Army in their Car- 
riages that were furniſhed with Victuals, accord- 
ing to their ſeveral Qualicies, and all hang about 
with the richeſt Arms they had: And as for the 
King himſelf, he with his ſele&t Gueſts, rode in 
a Chariot heavily laden with golden Cups, and 
other Drinking-Veſlels of the ſame Metal, of the 
largeſt ſize. And in this manner the Army con- 
tinued their Drunken Proceflion for ſeven days 
together ; and ſo made themſelves, after all their 
Victories, a cheap and an eaſie Prey ta the Pco- 
ple they had conquered, had they had boy mg 
cal

leaft courage to attack them whilſt they werg 
thus Revelling: For molt cercain it is, that ons 
thouſand ſober men might have taken and de. 
feated them all, whilſt they were over-charged 
with ſeven days continual Gluttony and Drun- 
kenneſs, in celebrating that mad Triumph. But 
Fortune, that alone gives Fame, and ſets a value 
on things, did them the favour to interpret that 
which was properly the diſgrace of all their Mi | 
ktary Exploits totheir glory ; And the then pre- 
ſent Age, and ſucceeding Poſterity, have juſtly 
admired, how it was poflible,a company of drun- 
ken men ſhould run madding about among Ns 
tions not yet wholly ſubdued, without being cut 
off, and that thoſe barbarous Pedple ſhould be fo 
ſtupid to take that for Courage or Valour inthem, 
that was the higheſt A& of Temerity. But thus 
Feaſt wascloſed with a Tragedy, the Executioner 
bringing up the Rear; for the Governour Aſfpaſtes, 
before-mentioned, was by the King's command * 
put to death : ſo far is Cruelty from abating Lu: 
xury, or Luxury, from taking off the edge of 


Cruelty. 
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Uch about the ſame time came Cleaner 

and Sitacles ,  Agathon, and Heracon, 

| | who had executed the King's Com- 
mand on Parmenio, and joyned Alexander with 
50009 Foot, and. zooo Horſe, But no ſooner 
were they arrived, but many out of. the:/Pro- 


vince, which, after Parmenos deceale, they had. 
been Governours of, followed-them to make com-- 


plaint to the King of many Qutrages committed 
by them, which were indeed! fo: many; and fo. 


heinous, that the good. ſervice which in-Alexar- 


der's eſteem, they had done him in- killing Parme> | 
10, could not at. all countervailfor them.:. . For 
after they had madehavock rfalbthe ploceewhich 


were not. dedicated to any, 


legiouſly fell to pillaging the Temples. allo, Ma.

Yet could not the Tears. of the Complaners, 


or their numerous and juſt Complaints, fink ſo: 
deep into the minds of many of the: _—_ 
| Friends, 
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Friends, as the memory of Parmenio, Which yet 
they would not mention, leſt ic ſhould too much 
incline the King to pity the Executors of his 
Rage, upon whom they were glad that ſuch 
misfortune was fallen ;, and that their Power, {g 
ill acquired, ſhould be ſhort, and laid down with 
infamy. 

Alexander having heard the Accuſers out, ad. 
ded himſelf, That the greateſt Crime they could 
have objected, was quite omitted 5 which was the 
hopes the Malefacors had certainly conceived of 
his periſhing in dia, without which they durſt 
not haveattempted ſuch horrid Villanies. There- 
fore he commanded all the chief to be bound 
and impriſoned, but about 600 of the Souldiers, 
who had been buſje ators in theſe Calamities, 
to be forthwith executed. The ſame day thoſe 
whom” Craterus had apprehended as the great In 
ſtruments of Sedition in Perſia, were brought to 
condign puniſhment. Soon after, Nearchas and 
Oneſicritas,, whom he had ſent to fail up farther 
into the Ocean, to make diſcoveries,returned and 
brought ſome,” partly on their own knowledge, 
partly upon report : That at the mouth of the 
River Þdas was an Ifland which abounded with 
Gold, and had no Horſes but what were brought 
fromthe Continent, -and fold for a Talent apiece. 
That they had ſeen divers Sea-Monſters, which 
when the water was calm, would glide eaſily a- 
long, and diſcover as much of their Body as 
would equal a great Ship. That they would fol- 
low them as they ſailed along,and being frighted, 
at their ſinking would make as much noiſe as a 
Tempeſt.:-.'Theſe Prodigies themſelves had ſeen, 
and beſides them, had divers Reports of the Na- 
tives, among{t which, one was concerning, the 

| name 
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name- and nature of the Red Sea, that. the one 
did not. give occaſion to the other, as many had 
reported, but that it was ſo called from a King 
named Erithras. "That not far from the main 
Land was an Iſland which was very full of Palm- 
trees, and that in the midſt of the Grove there 
yet ftood the Monument of King Erirhras, with 
an inſcription upon it in the Language of that 
time and Country : Adding, that many, Ships 
with Merchants and Slaves, going thither upon 
the report of abundance.of Gold, had never been 
more ſeen or heard of. . - _ CT Eco” cnt 

Thele things poſleſſed Alexander with, a great 
deſire of making a farther enquiry. into thoſe 
places, ſo that he commanded to. put to. Sea again, 
and to coaft along the ſhore till they came to the 
mouth of Exphrates, and then againſt -the ſtream 
to go to Babylon. In the mean time he had vaſt 
deſigns in his mind, - intending firſt to conquer all 
the Sea-coaſt of the Eaſtern Ocean, and. then to 
paſs from Syriadnto 4frice allo, to be revengd 
upon the Carthaginians. 1 From thence he, was to 
paſs through the deſert places of Africa, as far ag 
Gades 3: for-there Fame reported, that: Hercules 
had fixed: his Pillars, Then was. he ;;to trayel 
through Span, called by the Grecians, Iberia, from 
the River Iheras ; and pafling over. the Alps into 
baly, from thence to take:the neareſt ' patſage, ta

In order to accompliſh theſes prodigious inten; 
tions, he gave- order to his. Vice-Roys of 44e{epotas 
mia, to jell Timber in Lihanx, and conveying it 


| fo Capſage a City in Syria, to build, lips big ez 


nongh tor ſeven Oars ,on a ſide, and. forthwith 
bring them to Babylon, after they were launched: 
To his Licutenants in Cyprus he ſent, for-Tron, 
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Hemp, atid Canvas enough to rig out his Nay; 
About this time he received Letters from Porys 
and Taxiles, that Abiſares was dead of a Diſeaſe; 
bur Philip his Lientenant was treacheronſly my: 
thered , and that his Martherers were put to 
death for the ſame: In Philip's place he pur 
Eudemon, who was General of the Thracians. Ih 
Abiſares his place he 1et' his Son. Paſargades, 4 
Province of Perſia, wasthe' next place he Carne to, 
over which Or/ies was Governour, a maty who 
exceeded all the reſt, as well in Nobility, as it 
Riches and Treaſure. Among his Progenitouts 
he could'reckon Cyr, once Emperour of Pethia, 


and his Riches he had' gotterr partly by, inheri- | 


tance, partly by long emjoying an Authority f6 
profitable. - He met the King in his way with 
divers Preſents to offer both to him ant his At- 
tendarits ; among which were niany young Hot- 
ſes, and' Chariots adortied with Gold and Silver; 


rich Furnitare' for Houſes, valuable Jewels, ati 


Veſſel of Maſfie Gold ; and beſides all chef, four 
thouſind- Talents of Silver ready coyned: | But 
this oftentation of his taunificence” proved the 
cauſe of his death : for 'amiong the King's Frietids 
was one Bagoas a Eunuch, to whont only, amo 
all the reſt, he prefented nothing; thongh he was 
indeed in great favour 'with Alexander for the a 
buſe of his Body ; and this was ſufficiently urged 
by many to him, that ſhe ought to preſent him 
who was ſo: great a Favourite of the Kings. But 
he anſwered, © That ſach' of the King's Frietids 
© as were like to do him ſervice, he honoured ; 
© bur ſach as he;he deſpiſed: and theſe who abuſ 
© themſelves after that 'unuſual and belly mat- 
© ner, neither he nor his Anceſtors ever reſpeded. 
Theſe words ſo exaſperated the Euttuch, _— 
| ma 
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made uſe of that Favour, which he had gotten by 
diſhoneſt means, to procure the death of that no- - 
ble and innocent Prince. For he ſuborned ſeve- 
ral of Or/azes his own Country-men to witneſs 
many horrid Crimes againſt him, whenever he - 
ſhould command them. He in the mean time, 
whenever the King was alone, failed not to inſi- 
nuate many ftories againlt Or/mes, but ſtill con- 
cealed the grudge, left they ſhould make him take 
no notice of them. Or/ines,though as yet he had no 
crime laid to him, nor was ſuſpe&ed of any, yet 
had he loſt much of his Reputation with the King. 
All the infinuationsof his Enemy were ſo private, 
that he had no knowledge of the danger he was 
involved in : for when the baſe Accuſer was con- 
cerned with the King, and had inflamed him 
with Luſt, he ſtill forgot not to urge his ſuſpicions 
of Or/mes, that he was certainly covetous, and 
might be prevail'd upon to rebel. So that the 
time grew nigh to produce his Evidence ; and 
the fate of Or/mes, which was inevitable, was 
hanging now over his head. | 
For it hapned that Alexander had commanded 
the Tomb of Cyrs to be 'open'd, intending to 
perform certain Ceremoniesin honour of his me- 
mory, as he gave out, though indeed it was for 
no other account, but that ic was univerſally re- 
__ in Perſia, that the Vault was filled with 
ilver and Gold 3; but nothing was found there 
but a rotten Shield, two Scythian Bows, and a 
ruſty Scimitar. Yet Alexander cauſed a Crown 
of Gold to be ſet upon the Cofhn, and laid over 
the Cloak which himſelf was'wont to wear, and 
declared, that he could not but admire that ſo fa- 
mous a Monarch, and ſo rich, ihould have no 
more coſt beſtowed on his Interment, than one & 
Cc " 
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his ordinary Subjes. As he ſpake this, the 
Eunuch gave attention, and approaching near 
him, looked in his Face, uttering this cunning 
inſinuation. What wonder 3s it that deceaſed King 
Monuments are ſo empty, when the Noble-mens Houſes 
abound with it ® As for me, I had never the 
honour to ſee the Tomb of Cyrus, yet I have oft beard 
from Darius's own mouth, that with Cyrus their 
were buried 3000 Talents. Hence proceeded the My- 
nificence of Orſines, who did well to buy your Favimr 
with that, which he knew he durſt not keep from you, 
At this he perceived the King ſufficiently prepa- 
red for his other deſign;' in that inſtant therefore 
he produced the perjured wretches to ſwear 4 
gainſt him many crimes, which he was innocent 
of ; nor was he more innocent than ignorant of 


the matter; ſo that he was bound before he knew 


either his Accuſer or Accuſation. Nor did the 
ſpight of the Eunuch reſt ſatisfied with his Pu- 
niſhment, until himſelf had put his helping hand 
to the Torments; whom Or/ines looking fternly 
upon, 1 have heard, ſaid he, that in Aſia Women 
have reigned, but never that an Eunuch ſhould be ad: 
vanced to the Sovereign Command. "This was the 


'end of the moſt Noble of the Perfiens,” one who 


was not only innocent of what he was put to 
death for, bat was well atfe&ed to Alexander,and 
had ſhewn himſelf generous toward him. About 
the ſame time, Phradates, upon fuſpicion of at- 
tefting the Crown, was Executed. For Alexat- 
der began then to be too credulous, and apt to 
be impoſed on ; and nor ſo only, but very ready 
to inflict ſeverer Puaniſhments than the Offence 
deſerved. So powerful is Proſperity in altering 


a mans very Nature; and ſo hard is it for a mai 


to know how to bear it. For he who not long 
| | . before 
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before could pardon Lywceſtes Alexander, though 
prov'd guilty by two Witneſſes ; who generally 
torbore puniſhing any humble and repenting Re- 
bel, if all were not well ſatisfied that he was 
guilty, though himſelf believed it. He who had 
been ſo liberal, as to beſtow Kingdoms on his 
Enemies, was now ſo degenerated from his for- 
mer ſelf, that at the Requeſt of a Proftitute, 
even againſt his own inclination, he could raiſe 
ſome to Imperial Dignity, andtake that and their 
lives alſo from ſome others. About this time he 
received Letters from Ce»as, concerning the Af- 
fairs of Europe, during his Conquelts in India. 
Zopyrins,” who was his Vice-Roy in Thrace, pre- 
paring for an Expedition againſt the Getes, by 
{udden Storms periſhed with his whole Forces : 


1 Upon which, Seuthes had excited the Oary/ians 


his Country-men to revolt ; ſo that in a manner 


all Thrace, and moſt part of Greece was loſt. 


Afﬀeer this, Harpalmzs, who was Alexander's Trea- 
ſurer in Babylon, nc fled with 5ooo Talents, 
and ſome Men, landed at Sunium, a Promon- 
tory near Athens,from whence he intended to have 
entred the Haven of that City. Upon which, Alex- 
ander being equally incenſed againſt the one as the 
other, ordered a Fleet to be equipped, with an in- 
tent to viſit Athens in Perſon. But while Prepara- 
ton was making, he received private News, that 
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Harpalus had indeed been at Athens, and with his 


Money corrupted the minds of ſome of the chief 
Nobility : But at a Common-Council of the 
People, was forced to depart out of the City , 
and put himſelf into the hands of the Greeks; in 
his way 'to whom, he was ſlain by a certain 
Traveller, or one under that Diſguiſe. This did 


hot a little pleaſs him, that his Journey into 
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Europe was thus prevented: But he laid his Comp 
mands on the Grecian Cities, to entertain any 
of their baniſhed Neighbours, provided his Of. 
fence was not Murther. All the Cities, but 4. 
thens, calld home their baniſhed Men, and re 
inſtated them in their Goods' and Offices. But 
Athens, who were ever obſtinate ſticklers for 
their own and their Country-mens Liberty, and 
not being uſed to ſubmit to any ſuch Arbitrary 


Commands, refuſed to give Harbour to the | 


{cum and dregs of the People, whom {o lite 
before they eſteemed not fir for converſation; 
reſolving to ſuffer any extremity, rather than re: 
admit thoſe who had'been the ſcandal of their 
City. 

Now began Alexander to conſider, that many 
of his Souldiers were grown Old, and had done 
him great Service; that his Conqueſts in 4fu, 
by reaſon of' the many- Gariſons he had left, and 
the Colonies he had planted, might eaſily be kept 
in their Obedience by a ſmall Power ; where- 
fore he intended to ſend the eldeſt, and moſt un- 
Fit for Service, to their Country, and chooſe out 
13000 Foot, and 2000 Horle to be his Guard in 


- Aſia. But before he determined who ſhould go 


or ſtay; he made Proclamation, that every Man 
ſhould declare all his Debrs; which, though many 
had brought themſelves into by their own Ex 
travagancy, yet he reſolved to diſcharge, becauſe 
he perceived they lay hard upon them. This 
was lookt on hy the Army as ſome State-Po- 
licy, to ſee who were the molt Prodigal; where 
upon they delayed to obey his Commands. The

and roooo Talents to be laid thereon.  Aﬀrer

Neither the diligence of their 
Commanders, nor the reverence of the Kings 
Perſon, could pacific them ſo much, as to for- 
bear interrupting the King as he was about to 
ſpeak to them; but they with a tumultuous noiſe 
would not ſuffer what he ſaid to be heard ; all 
lolemnly and unanimouſly protefting, that the 
would not ſtir one foot how that place, unleſs 
towards their own Gountry. Act laſt, thinking 
that he was rather moved to comply with theirs, 
than that they did with his deſires, they filently 
waited for what he would ſay. What means, 
ſaid he, this unuſual and inſolent Tumult, followed 
by ſo general a conſternation?

The Triumph in your flight, and take a perpetual Re- 
wenge of your Treachery, by honouring thoſe Perſians 
you have, left behind you, and preferring them before 
you. Now ſhall. you fee what the nmweildy Body can 
do without uts Head, what, and how-much placed 
in me alone. And inimediately he leaped down 
from his 'Throne; and threw himſelf into the 
mid{t of the armed and enraged Multitude ; and 
with his own hand ſeized on ſome, whom he 
had abſerved notoriouſly impudent and forward 
in the Sedition; thirteen of whom not daring to 
refiſt, he committed to cloſe Cuſtody. And who 
coukl imagine that an Army ſo outragious before,

der his Companions from being led to Execution, 


That fo incredible a licentiouſneſs as had ſpread 
throughout all the Army, ſhould be fo ſoon ap- 
peaſed; which made them ſo far from attemyt- 
ing any Reſcue of them condemned, that all 
ſtood with a fearful expeRation of their own 
Sentence. ' Whether this may be attributed to 
the general Reverence moſt Subjects pay their 
Prince, or that particular which they payed him, 
is uncertain, or whether his own Conſtancy and 
Reſolution in ſeeing his Command performed 
immediately, wrought this wonderful eftcR, 
But they ſhewed © noble inſtance of reſignation 
to their Prince, not only not 'mucmuring at the 
death of their Companions, - whom they knew 
were put to death in the Night, but all ftriving 


to cancel the remembrance of ' his paſt Crimes 


with a more entire Obedience, and readineſs to 
put his Commands in execution. -For the next 
day admiflion being denied them” into the Px 
lace, and granted only to : the: '4ſian. Souldiers , 
their late ſeditious Clamours were turned” into 
mournful Complaints, -in which they told- the 
King, that unleſs he would be fully reconciled, 
they could not endure to live: any longer. But 
Alexander was a man too obſtinate to change his 


Reſolution ſo ſoon; for he firſt .confined the Ms 


cedonians to their Tents, - and called a Council of 
the Perſians, to whom: by anInterpreter he made 


. this Harangue. 


My intention, ſaid he, in leaving my own Com 
try, was the incredible deſire, and the hopes I had of 
adding many noble Nations unto my Hereditary = 
dom, which I have performed according to my 
fire. But beſides the fame of your Valour, 1 find one 


incom- 
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incomparable quality in your Natures, which % a 
conſtant and unſhaken Loyalty towards your Prince. 
By the Fame of the Ricbes of your Country, I ima- 
gined you all diſſolved in Luxury , and your Spirits 
ſteeped in abounding Pleaſures. But how do I re- 
Joyce to find it contrary to my expectation? Your Bo- 
dies not weakned by Intemperance, are ſtrong, and fit 
to undergo the hardeſt fatigues of War ; but what « 
above all. to be commended , your - conſtant Loyalty. 
Tha I do not now diſcover , but I have been ſatwfied 
of it long ago. For thus Reaſon did I chooſe' you alone 
out of ſo mariy Nations, and naturaliz'd 'you my own 
Subjetts and Country-men : ' There # ns difference 'in 
your Habits, nor in your Armour, in all' things like 
them, only in Obedience and Submiſſion to\'Command 
far more eminent. You are not ignorant that I have 
made the Daughter of Oxatres, who. was by Law of 
Arms my Priſoner, my Wife. After that, deſiring 
ro get Heirs, 1 married the Daughter: of Darius. , 
and as the firſt Author of marrying my near 
Friends to their Captives, being deſiroms to ta 
away all difference between thoſe whom the fortune 
War made Subje&s, 'and thoſe who: ſubdued them; 
Imagine then me to be your Natural Prince, and you 
born not adopted SubjeFs 5 Europe and Aſia are now 
all one Kingdom ; You wear Macedonian Armour, 
and you are now both my Country-mien and Subjetts. 
I hold it not inconvenient for the Macedonians and 
the Perſians to imitate mutably each others Iaudable 
Cuſtomes : The ſame Laws and Cuſtomes ſhould 'be 
obſerved by all the Subjes of any abſolute Monarch. 
After this Speech, he choſe his Life-Guard and 
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Attendants out of the Perſians, and made them - 


Miniſters of Publick Juſtice; ſonie of whom 
were appointed to Execute thoſe Macedonians who 
had begun the Sedition 5 but one of the ne

of the Criminals thus ſpake before his death, 
How loug, (aid he, will our King give way t6 by 
Paſſion , ro Execute ſo many of hs Subje&s, and thef 
after ftrange' Cuſtoms too, which i worſe tha, the 
death we ſuffer. Conſider, Gracious Sir, your Soul 
diers, your  Country-men, are for an unknown cauſ\ | 
bed to ſlaughter 3 . and what aggravates it , by our 
Captives themſelves. If you do judge us worthy of 
Death, at leaſt change oar Executioners. Had Alet- 
ander been in a good Temper, this. had b 

good Adyice ; but his Anger had quite put him 
beſides himfelf. Wherefore the ſecond time, ſee- 
ing thoſe that had charge of them, ſtaying, in 
hopes he would Pardon them, he commanded 
them to be thrown into the River bound,  whete 
they miſerably periſhed. But not even this m6- 
ved any Sedition among the Souldiers. - For' the. 
Officers and the Souldiers in great numbers.re- 
paired to his Attendants, to deſire hiny to. Com- | 


mand the. reſt that had offended him to be put + 
to death. Let him kill xs, ſaid they, we loſe ol 
lives a Sacrifice to his Revenge. But when he had

gave it out, that his Intemperance had brought 
him into: this condition; but indeed it was baſe 
premeditated Treaſon , the infamy of which, 
though. it refle&ted on his Succeſſors, was buried 
with him, - and oppreſs'd by their greatneſs. For 
Antipater prepared the Poiſon, and gave it to his 
Son Caſſander, who with two more of his Sons 
were -Cup-bearers to Alexander : He laid a ſtric& 
charge not to diſcloſe it to any body, except 
Theſſalus or . his two Brothers. Philip and Follas 
were Taſters to the King, and having tempered 
the Poiſon inWater;after they had taſted the Cup, 
poured it in, When he had lain in that condi- 
tion four days, the Souldiers, either believing him 


dead, and © that it_ was concealed, or not being 


able to live without his preſence, came ſorrow- 
fully into the Court, deſiring to ſee their King; 
who 'commanded his Attendants to introduce 
them, which accordingly was performed. 

To have ſeen their 'Tears, and the condition 
Alexander then was in, would have made one 
have thought that they bewailed a dead Prince, 
rather than viſited one living. But the nigher any
